Having thus eſtabliſhed not only. our Right, but ov 
Duty, in this Particular, from the Authority of the Text; 
I next proceeded from the Solemnity of the Day, to make 
that particular Application which I was oblig'd to do 
of it. I ſhew'd what the Doctrine of the Church of 
Rome is, with Reſpect to Thoſe who differ from it; 
and How 'Scandalous and Unchriſtian her Treatment 
of Them has been. That according to the One, they 
ought neither to be Pitied of Men, nor Pardoned by 
God: Neither to have any Mercy ſhewn Them in this 
World, nor any Hope left Them in the World which is 
to come. And as for the Other, Their Behaviour towards 
Them; that it has fully come up to, I had almoſt ſaid, 
and even exceeded, Their very Principles in Cruelty and 
Inhumanity. That They have ranſacked Sea and Land 
for Torments, to wreck their Malice and Hatred againſt 
Them. That Priſons, and Galleys, and Dungeons, 
have been the Habitation ; The Stake, the Wheel, and 
the Gibbet, the Portion of Chriſt's Diſciples under Po- 

piſh; no leſs than under Pagan Tyranny. And 

what Labours, what Watchings, what Faſtings; what 

Cold and Nakedneſs ; To ſpeak all in one Word, what 

'Tryals, worſe than Death, they have undergone, before 

They have been admitted to the Benefit of Dying, the

And what was the Iſſue of all theſe Pub- 
lick Laws, and Oaths ? While the Reformed were in 
Power, and had Princes of che Bloud, and Others of the 
Higheſt Quality, to ſtand by them ; Whilſt they kept 
the Cautionary Fortreſſes and Commands which had 
been roo them for their Security ; Whilſt France was 
exerciſed under along Succeſſion of Civil Wars, and the 
Proteſtants were neceſſary to defend the Court againſt 
the Popiſh Leaguers, and Rebels to it; They enjoy d the 
Exerciſe of their Religion under the Protection of the 
Government. The Edicts publiſhed in their behalf were 
declared, in the proper ſenſe of the Words, to be Perpe- 
tual, and Irre voc able. King Lewis the XIIIch. tho? he twice 
{ware to the Obſervation of them, yet Proſeſſed he 
thought there was no need for him ſo to do, becauſe he 
ſhould other wiſe have been obliged to fultil them. Twice 
did the pre/entKzng Solemnly Confirm the Edict of Nantes, 
and declare it to be of N Obligation. 5
